Labeling requirements that are clear, prominent and honest will help
consumers make intelligent choices.

Irradiation of food kills beneficial bacteria and alters the food nutritionally
and chemically. Several tests have shown that irradiation causes chemical
changes in food that may create carcinogens.

I am asking the Food and Drug Administration to require the permanent,
precise labeling of irradiated foods.
